Just as comic-book stories need prelimi- 
nary pencil sketches, and animated car- 
toons need storyboards, every scene in a 
motion-picture must be planned first with 
sketches. Here are some of the storyboard 
sketches drawn for 20th Century-Fox's clas- 
sic 1968 film "Planet of the Apes." 
' In most cases the original sketches, done 
before production ever started, are almost 
identical to the finished product. Where 
differences are seen, it is because of chan- 
ges made sometime between the story- 
boards and the final filming. For instance, 
the apes were originally planned as more 
animal-like in appearance. The final 
makeups were more human and expressive.
